‘ture. At last he was given a commission from her majesty’s 
‘Indian government to attempt the cultivation of rubber 
trees in that country. Sir Henry smuggled some seeds out 
‘of Brazil, through the Portuguese customs, and took them to 
Kew Gardens, outside of London, where they were reared 
and later taken to Ceylon, to become the ancestors of al] the 
rubber trees on the rubber plantations of the British 


Empire.

first 
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Who Was First? 


HERE is always a definite interest in the question of 
who first gave to mankind any of the developments 
that have had a lasting effect on human life. Charles Lamb 
in one of his most famous essays, has given us an account of 
the first man who, quite accidentally, invented roast pork! 
Controversies have arisen, flourished and waned over the 
claims to actual premiership of inventive contribution in 
almost every field of human endeavor. 

The fact is that few inventions spring full fledged from 
any single brain. Inventive genius gropes toward an objec- 
tive little by little, sometimes taking centuries to reach the 
stage of practical development. In the final product, des- 
tined to the service of mankind, there is honor due many men 
who have contributed obscurely to the end. To the man 
who eventually brings forth the practical product, ready 
at last to contribute to the well-being of humanity, usually 
goes the credit for the invention. 

In our own industry controversy has in times past raged 
as to what man or men should be called the builder of the 
first practical gasoline car. A number of people have 
Claimed the honor of producing the first practical motor 
car. Elwood A. Haynes and the Apperson brothers’ first 
car, which was begun in 1893 and was tested on July 4, 1894, 
at Kokomo, Ind., is now in the National Museum at Washing- 
ton. Charles B. Duryea’s car, which was built in 1892 to 
1893, is also in the national repository. The Duryea car, in 
October, 1895, won the first race for motor vehicles held in 
this country. 

Other men were working along the same lines at about 
the same time. Charles B. King of Detroit, a man of wealth, 
began building a four-cylinder motor car in 1893. He drove 
his vehicle through Detroit streets in 1894. R. E. Olds began 
experimenting with seam as a motive power as early as 
1888. He switched to gasoline about 1894, and by 1896 he 
had a practical car in operation. Alexander Winton of 
Cleveland began building a gas car in 1895 and he was in 
commercial production by 1898. Henry Ford began build- 
ing a car some time in 1895, and he put together a second 
model in 1896. Frank B. Stearns, scion of a wealthy Cleve- 
Jand family, built a gasoline car in the barn of the family 
homestead. 

All these men contributed to the development of the 
automotive era. All of them were constantly experimenting 
znd adopting new ideas as they demonstrated their value. 

e Undoubtedly there were other pioneer inventors 

and builders, and the Automotive Daily News would be 
glad to receive letters from readers setting forth the 
contributions of these other creative workers in the 
dawn era of the industry. 


Another Air Link 


ITH the opening of air mail service between Montreal 
and New York, another important link in continent- 
wide fast transportation has*been forged. New York mail 
may now leave the metropolis at 7 o'clock in the morning and 
be in the Canadian city before 11. A passenger from Mon- 
treal, leaving the city at 2 o’clock in the afternoon, can have 
dinner at New York and a good night’s rest. Then he can 
stroll around town and catch the air mail for Chicago, at 
11 o’clock and be in the Illinois city late that night. After 
a second night’s sleep in a bed, this hypothetical traveler 
could jump the mail plane for Mexico City and reach that 
capital on his third comfortable day from Montreal. 
Distances on this continent are growing less with a 
be wildering rapidity, which is going to change the whole 
course of social and commercial life, even more quickly 
than the motor car did during its development.
